CORPORATE MARKETS - WE CURRENTLY HAVE A #50 SHOWING IN 
CORPORATE MARKETS, BUT 4 OF THESE MARKETS SHOULD PROBABLY BE

MARKETS AND SAN DIEGO AND LOS ANGELES WHICH ARE STRONG

TRANSIT SHOULD BE USED TO HELP EXECUTE THE ABOVE BUYS. IF THERE IS 
MONEY LEFT OVER WE COULD CONSIDER TRANSIT, ESPECIALLY IN THE FOUR 
CORPORATE MARKETS I'VE INDICATED ABOVE. ARUN IS NOT ABSOLUTELY
